TREE PLANTING: Alberta’s sup- 
ervisor of horticulture, Mr. McAlla 
reports that close to 2 million trees 
have been or are being expressed to 
over 2000 Alberta farmers. These 
trees come from provincial nurseries 
at Brooks and Oliver and the Fores- 
try Nursery Station at Indian Head. 

It is important to give these bundles 
of trees immediate attention on ar- 
rival. In most cases it is impossible 
to place them in their permanent 
position unless your ground is dry 
and well prepared, You should there- 
fore “heel” them into the ground 
as follows: In the case of rooted trees 
of any varicty, open the bundles, 
dig a trench on the shady side of a 
building and set the trees into the 
trench so that all the roots are well 
covered with moist earth. If you 
have cuttings you should open the 
package, take off the paper wrapping 
but don't undo the bundles, just bury 
them completely in moist earth. It 
would also be a good idea to make 
{sure the rooted trees are somewhat 
, protected from frost. The nights

This practice of keeping the far- 
mers in the dark, leaves them ex- 
posed to the misrepresentations of 
persons who don’t always tell all the 
facts. 

All the talk in Parliament, and out 
of it, about the injustice of making 
the farmers pay interest on the 
money they borrow from the banks, 
is calculated to make them believe 
that cash advances through the 
Wheat Board on grain still in the 
farmers hands, would be interest- 
free. 

Such is not the case, The Wheat 
Board has no money of its own to 
lend on whent, or even to buy wheat. 
All the money it could have for these 
purposes would have to be borrowed 
from the banks; and interest would 
have to be paid on it. That interest 
has to come out of the value of the 
wheat and. whatever it amounts to, is 
deducted before the final payments 
are made to the farmers. 

Whether they borrow from banks 
On their promissory notes or through 
the Wheat Board on the security of 
their grain, interest has to be paid, 
and the farmers have to pay it. 

The difference is, that if they bor- 
row from the banks each farmers | 
pays in proportion to the amount 
he borrows, and for the time he owes 
it; but if they borrow through the 
Board, each pays interest in propor- 
tion to the number of bushels he sells 
whether he borrows or not.

Grain Now 
On The Move 


The grain movement in Canada 
has moved into high gear. Shipments 
out of both country and terminal ele- 
vators and exports are currently run- 
ning at the highest level of the year, 

Loading of grain out of country 
elevators has been stepped up and 
during the week ending April 18 it 
averaged 1,238 cars daily compared 
with 764 for the season to that date. 
During the corresponding week last 
year country elevator loadings aver- 
aged only 530 daily. Because of dif- 
ficult road conditions in many sec- 
tions, grain is being moved out of 
country elevators faster than farmer's 
are able to deliver and considerable 
space has been created. On April 18 
stocks of all grain in country eleva- 
tors dropped to 238.7 million bushels, 
leaving some 77 million bushels of 
empty space, over half of which was 
in Saskatchewan, Alberta and B.C. 
country elevators were carrying 92.6 
million bushels as against an effec- 
tive capacity of about 110 million. 

Between the opening of navaga- 
tion and April 18 nearly 32 million 
bushels of grain had been moved 
down the lakes and despite the sub- 
stantially increased number of un- 
loads, a good deal of empty space has 
been created in the terminals. 

Exports of wheat have picked up 
land by April 18 had almost caught 

those made in the same period of 
last year, At Christmas time they 
were nearly 25 million bushels be- 
hind.

Hail Suppression Project Later Store Hours ? 


Two recent public opinion surveys 
one nation-wide, the other On- 
tario-wide, have found that seven 
out of ten Canadians are in favor 
of being allowed to shop at retail 
stores one or two evenings a week. 


In many localities such a change in | 
store hours would require a change | 


in existing early closing by-laws, 


residents are more strongly in favor 
of evening shopping than are resi- 
dents of the largest cities, a disclo- 
sure that has surprised some com- 
mentators, 

There are, of course, sound rea- 
sons for this variation in opinion. To

“The frequency distribution of 
hail is such that statistical evalua- 
tion of hail suppression projects is 
very difficult. Furthermore, hail 
data is often unreliable. For these 
reasons and others, we have only 
been able to evaluate carefully one | 
hail suppression project carried out 
by the Swiss government. You will 
note a reference to this evaluation 
in the documents enclosed. 

“We have visited an area in Nor- 
thern Oregon where a hail suppres- 
sion project has been carried on for 
two years. One farmer in the area 
said he had lived there for forty- 
five years and did not recall any 
year in which they did not have hail 
except the last two. This comment 
and others of people in the area do 
not qualify as scientific evidence, of 
course, and I only pass this informa- 
tion to you for what you may think 
it worth. We know of another hail 
suppression project involving part of 
California and Oregon. We have not | 
talked to people in this area but the 
operator claims that he has been | 
successful. 

“Iam afraid that we must say that | 
you and other interested groups can | 
only find out the answers for your | 
or their areas by trying it out, Even | 
then, if the hail data for the past are 
not good, you will have to be satis- | 
fied with your own estimate of the 
results rather than a careful statis- | 
tical evaluation. 


“We believe that one of the cloud 
seeding concerns will be undertaking | 
a hail suppression project in the 
Scottsbluff, Nebraska area. In this 
case the past hail data are not good, 
but there is a possibility that the | 
records of the Great Western Sugar 
Company of hail damage may pro- | 
vide data that will enable us or some | 
other interested group to perform A 
Satisfactory evaluation.”

In this way the 
plan will accordingly pay less. 

We have in our hands the tools 
to reduce that terrible scourge to 
agriculture — HAIL. The oppor. 
tunity to use these tools may not 
come to us again for some time, 
Let us accept our responsibility 
and endeavor to reduce our hail 
losses, 

The Alberta Hail Insurance Board 
has special plan for the area un- 
der hail suppression, whereby re- 
ductions in hail losses will be re- 
flected in reduced premiums to a 
minimum of 5%. These savings in 
‘ost of hail insurance can amount 
to many times the price of Hail 
Suppression, 

The government has passed leg- 
islation to give the Municipal 
council power to hold a_ plebiscite 
on Weather modification The 
council has agreed to have this 
plebiscite May 14th, It is now in 
the hands of the taxpayer to make |
